The Americanism Educational

Its two huge meet­ 
ings at Gilmore Stadium and 
the Shrine Auditorium, honoring 
new citizens, were the forerun­ 
ners of the "I Am an Ameri­ 
can" programs. It has conduct­ 
ed many essay contests on Am­ 
ericanism in the schools of Cal­ 
ifornia 'and on the radio, many 
of these on national networks.

Dr. Lechner holds degrees 
from Denison University, Crozer 
Theological Seminary and the 
University of Pennsylvania. He 
has, for many years, been, rec­ 
ognized as one of the outstand­ 
ing speakers on the Pacific 
Coast.
